' Ontario Grown Lands- 

The following figures taken from tlio 
departmontnl roport for lust year will con- 
voy some idea of the magnitiulo of tho 
Crown Land intoroHts of Ontario, as well 
ns the Htoiidy progress of aottleiiient iiud 
devolopmont going on in that Province: 
The Timber Berths, sold on tho IHth nnd 
16th of October last, amounted to f>,031 
aquare miles, realizing a bonus of S-WS,- 
701 05, and ground-rent §10,061, making 
a total of ;S(){)2,U()5 50; being an average 
bonus of 8117,07 per mile. Tlio Crown 
Lands sold during 1872 amounted to 11!$, • 
623 acres, giving tho .sum of S;i;!8,13G 50. 
Tho collections on Crown Lands were 
$193,108 98. The sales of Common School 
Lands wero 2,068 acres,giTiog$ia,Ml 4:2, 
and collections on these lands wore §80,- 
967 47. Of Grammar School Lands sold 
3,906 acres, amounting to .'ir5,r)35 47; col- 
lections were S12,350 03. Clorgv Lands 
brought ,S28.757 01 for sales o"f 1(5, 1(H) 
acres, nnd colleetions for the yearof §121,- 
313 07. These collections .sliow a largo 
increase over the amounts for tlio year 
187L In tho Woods and Forests also, in- 
dependent of the sale of Timber Berths in 
October, there is a commoasurate increase 
in Timber duos, ground rent and inciden- 
tal bonuses. To show tlio progress mado 
in these four branches of tho Department, 
we here give the totals for 1871 and 1872. 
In 1871 the total acreage sold was 92,272; 
amount of sales 8158,505 01; amount of 
dollections $319,932 77. In 1872~acre8 
Solcll3B,697; amountof snles.*;i85,071; col- 
leotibns $400,805 55. It is especially grati- 
fying to notice the progress of free gmiit 
Bjttlemont. There wero seventy-seven town- 
ships set apart for this object, and during 
tho year there were 115,005 acres of land 
located by 875 persons. Tlioro wero sales 
to the o.\tent of 2,2f)8}j acres— the number 
(j^ jjurchasers being 97. In view of the 
extraordinary efforts put forth, it is con- 
fidently believed that when this year's ro- 
port comes to be printed, it will exhibit 
a very large increase over last year under 
every head, but more os])ecially under 
froo grants. Coming to mineral lands, it 
appears that 131,308 acres were sold, and 
5,862 patented. The gross disbursements 
'of tlie department for tho year amounted 
to $211,395 87; thereceiptsSl,6fl6,118 53. 
In 1871 the receipts wereonly.*8G0, 585 30. 
It will bo conceded that these receipts are 
both large and highly encouraging. 

In Danger. — That odd relic of feudal- 
ism by which any individual member of 
Parliament is enabled to riso in his piaoo 
and have the House cleared by simply 
pronouncing the words, "Mr. Speaker, I 
see strangers in the gallery," is threaten- 
ed in England with that oblivion which 
ought to have overtaken it long since. 
Tho recent use mado of it in the British 
House of Commons by Mr. Mitchell- 
Henry seems all at once to have opened 
tho public eye to its absurdity. We hopo 
to see an end of it in tjiis country, too. It 
is enough that Parliament ehould, by a 
deliberate vote, have power to close its 
doors against the public and the press. 
Wliy should a siuRle member have power 
to do so in pure capiico ? 

Fedebai/ DiijAtohiness. — In a lato 
number of tho Maniluhan wo find an arti- 
cle taking the departmental heads sharply 
to task for the non-espenditure of votes 
for Federal \rorka and service in that 
Province. The position is taken that these 
votes should not be mado at all unless 
made in good faith and expended in tho 
year in respect of wliich tlioy are mado, — 
that to have those sums i)araded year by- 
year in the Estimates and never spent is 
most unfair to the Province. On behalf 
of British Columbia we feelingly say ditto 
to the very sensible article of our contem- 
porary^., -This dilly-dally, shilly-shally, 
poliby -will not be^tolerated mnou longer. 

The Canadian Ornithologist. — This 
is a neat little monthly of twenty pages, 
published ot Toronto, Ontario, the first 
number of which is to hand. Its announc- 
ed object is a monthly depository of facts, 
theories and onecdotes relating to the fea- 
thered tribes of the wide-spreading Do- 
minion, and, if we may judge by tho first 
number, the publication will bo highly 
interesting, certainly well worth the fii- 
teen cents a month cbargod for it. The 
various orders of birds are roiiresentod 
by well executed engravings, and their 
iiabits, &o., are described in a simple and 
nopolar s^le. The work is edited by 
Silt. M. Boss, M.D. 

— Oa Monday a 
division of tlio ordar of tlie Sons of Tem- 
poranco was organized in this city under 
the direction of tho Hon. W. O. Clarko.

Tho departmental report just issued 
from the printing ollico at Ottawa con- 
tains some interesting information. Last 
year Canada received thirty-four thousand., 
Since 1829 over one million and a quarter 
landed at Quebec. Last year tho new 
Province of Manitoba received 1,100 ini- 
graiits, 954 of whom wero from Ontario, 
and 115 from tho United States. How 
many did British Columbia rcc(!ivo last 
year? The news coming in from tho va- 
aious emigriition marts of Eiuopc it very 
onoonraging and full of future promi.so. 
In the North of Ireland is being laid the 
foundyion'fpx d Idrgp and valuable emi 
gratton. In Germany much ditHculty 
has been oxporioncod from the oppositioii 
of the authorities; i)ut in FraiiL'u opera- 
tions havo boon successful. In Scotland, 
too, the Dominion agent, Mr. Shaw, has 
been greatly encouraged, It Southern 
Russia, tho Canadian agent was complete 
ly dumbfounded on tindiug himself order- 
ed out of tho country by the British Con- 
sul! Instructions from Earl Oranvillo 
soon brought the blockhead to liis senses, 
however; Init still tiio Mennoiiites, who, 
in great numbers are desirous of emigrat- 
ing, must ask leave from St. Petersburg! 
Complaint is made of the ingratitude of 
the assisted emigrants. It is stated that the 
Society of which the Hon. Mrs. Hobart 
is Secretary, has only i-nooivod .?110, in 
refunds on an expenditure uf ,^80, ()()(). 
There seems every rcasonJi'to believe that 
tho record of the present year will bo 
much iiioie cncHJuraging, and that the 
current will increase year by year as tlio 
agencies and various appliances begin to 
boar fruit unto the regular harvest. With 
such a magnificent oonntry as tho North- 
west to fill up, Canada should ere long 
take tho lion's share.

Under the hands of Messrs. Smith & 
Chirk and Iheir (uiijiloyes, the bravo 
steamer Enterprise is about to put on now 
npporwotks of tho latest model, with 
sijlondid fittings. Tho saloon, which 
now stops eighteen feet short of the after 
rail of the deck, will ha extended 12 feet. 
Several of tho staterooms wliich now lino 
each side of tlie present saloon will bo 
riMiioved and a handsomo sidooii or jinr- 
lor, for ladies and families, carpeted, 
cushioned and mirrored, 38 feet in length 
by 28 foot in widtli, will bo obtained.

Yesterday about noon Constable Powers 
arrested this rov. gentleman in Prince 
William 8tr(!et for non-payment of a small 
school tax — S^5, wo believo. Mr. I'owors, 
in proHoiice of ^Ir. Connolly, coachman, 
and others, very politely offered to tako 
]\rr. !Mii!hnud's word of honor for an hour 
or so, or to permit him to meet him at anj- 
time or place ho wished in tho city, in 
order to have the mattersettled, or to per- 
mit him to go to jail, if ho refused, with- 
out his escort. But Michand said he was 
arrested, nnd to jail he would go. He 
subsequently pulilislied tho following let- 
ter, which caused some excitement: 

J AD, OP THE City of St. John.N.B. 1 
July 30th, 1873. \ 

I, tho ucdersignod. Catholic Priest of 
the City of St. John, ])rotest with nil my 
power against my shameful arrest in the 
public street of the city, when going to 
discharge my priestly duties, and against 
my detention in this pr'sonwhen I com- 
mitted no other crime than that of refus- 
ing to acknowledge the unjust school tax 
imposed n])Oii mo. I protest in the name 
of tlie liberty which tlie Catholic Cliurch 
has a riglit to enjoy in this Province; I 
jirotest ill tho iianio of liberty of con- 
science which was guaranteed to all 
Frenchmen by the treaty between Franco 
and England; I protest in the name of 
justice and eqnul rights to every citizen; 
and I appeal from this prison to every 
citizen of the Dominion of Canada to 
atop the shameful i)ersociition cf our 
Government against the Catholics of this 
Province. 

Joseph Miouauu, Priest, 
Cure d'Oflico of the Cathedral. 
Mr. Micliaud was liberated at 6:30, the 
ta^tca having been paid by sumo friend.

A Scotch Baronet affords the latest il- 
lustration of the efl'ects of a mesalliance, 
figuring now in the Courts as defendant 
in an action raised l)y liis wif(! for separa- 
tion and alinionation. Tke lady grounds 
lier claim on an alleged series of acts of 
crualty, among which aro included setting 
bulldogs at her and beating her frequent- 
ly. Tho "liapjiy couple" havo only been 
married two years and the husband, while 
admitting a portion of tho charges, lays 
tho onus of the blame on his residence in 
America during which, lio says, "ho con- 
tracted a habit of drinking to excess and 
frequenting^ drinking l)ars," It was 
through this latter custom of his tliat lie 
became acquainted witli tli(i plaintifl" who, 
in "shoe-fly" and "Uolly Vurden" dress 
and elaborately got-uj) coi/T/ov;, dispensed 
drinks in Scar))orough bar. The baronet 
attracted at first by tho potency of tho 
li(juor served out to him, soon found a 
new fascination in tho arts of tlie Hobo 
fell in luv(^ with her while taliing his nu- 
merous "drops," })roposod, was accepted 
aiid-marriod her. Ho swears that she was 
■'well aware of his pi'oponsity for getting 
abominably driiuk and there is no reason 
to doubt his statement in view of the fact 
tliat it was she who filled for him the cup 
that cheers and inebriates. His marriage 
did not reform liiin; tliat could scarcely 
be expected; lie had taken unto himself 
not a lu'lpinalc hut a pn.'tty barmaid, with 
a ilcciiled turn for tho society to bo nuit 
within drinking saloons.

, European Mail Snmmary. 

[Dates to JulySlal.] 

On Sunday, July 27t.h, a funeral 
sermon was preached in St. Paul's 
cathedral bvBiahop Piors Cluughtivn, 
Arcluleucon of Loadou, on tho death 
of tho Bishop rtPfv*.Wmcbe8ter. The 
preaclior dealt in emphatic tjrins on 
the deop sympathy of the deeoa.sed for 
hi.s clcrieiil brethorn, and on bin lovo 
for tho EstabliHlKid Church anil his 
desire to .see it more united. At tho 
afternoon scrvico the pulpit was occu- 
pied by Canon Gregory, who paid a 
warm tribute to the memory of the lato 
prelate. At Wcstiiiinster Abbey no 
les.s tliiui three Hernioiis were preacliod, 
all having reference the death of Dr. 
Wilborforce, who was for a short tinio 
Dottii of WeBtminster. The morning 
sermon Av as preacliod by Dr. l^ackor- 
steth. Archdeacon of Euclcs; in the 
afternoon the proacher waK Dean Stan- 
ley, and in the evening Canon Kings- 
ley. Allusions wore made to the same 
Kubjeafciu several of the South London 
churches, at St. Paul's, Convent 
Garden, and other ]i]nceK of worslii]!. 

\\'itliiii a few ilnys two attenijits had 
been made to blow up tho powder 
mills of Messrs. (.'iirtis & llarvt^y, at 
Hoiiiislow. On Friiliiy, ,liily "25111, a j 
Hint f.tone, tlu; size of a walnut, was I 
disc(.)V{'rO(l uinongst tho (•oinpoKititiu | 
uudcrgoiiif:,'- tlu! procossof cm-iiing-; and 
and on the I'oHowin;^ Tuesday another 
stone of about the sanie size was 
actually crushed in the trough of one 
of tho corning-liouses, tho rollers hav- 
ing passed over it before tho disoovery 
was mado. The mill was iniinodiatoly 
stopjjed, and all t^lie eoriiiiig-houBes 
were locked up. AH the men liaving 
been employed in the nianufacturo of 
powdel', called the 'blacks,' have since 
] been suspended. It wasrumored that 
Messrs, Curtis & Co. had oflfered a 
large reward — soine said £1,000 — for 
the discovery of the perpetrator of this 
vile plot, which, had it succeeded, 
would no doubt havo l)een attended 
with fearful loss of life. 

Tho Lord Clianc;ellor had before liim 
tlio case of Salavaii Khan v. Baron 
llouter. Tho plain till', an Arnionian 
gentleman residing in Paris, alleged 
that in February, 186&, he had obtain- 
ed fi'om the Persian Government a 
concession giving him the preference 
over other foreign capitalists in respect 
of tho commencing of various under- 
takings, and coiiiphuncd tl.Mit the de- 
fondant subsequently prevailed upon 
the Persian Minister of Public Works to 
procure a grant from the Shah in his 
behalf. Plaintifl" therefore prayed that 
an inquiry might lie made into the loss 
ho had thereby sustained. The do- 
fondaiit demurred on the bill as hav- 
ing no cci'.iitablo basis, and the Lord 
Chancellor allowed the demurrer. 

Monsignor Capel preached a sermon in 
tho Boman Catholic Cathedral, St. 
George's, Sonthwark, tvitb speoial refer- 
ence to the subject of the Confessional. 
Ho could well understand, he said, the 
English mind coming back after three 
centuries to a practice which wasa neces- 
sary 'condition of man, and he denied 
that domestic ties were interfered with 
by it or questions put which could pol- 
lute the mind. 

The Eev, Basil Wilberforce,Rectorof Rt 
Mary's, Southampton, and son of the lato 
Bishop of "Winchester, had received from 
tho Prince of Wales a letter of sympathy 
with him on the sad and sudden death of 
his illustrious fatliL-r. 'I'he Prince desires 
to express from liis Royal consort and 
himself the deepest sympathy witli Mr. 
Wilberforce. Having had ivdvantrgo, his 
Boyal Highness goes on to say, of know- 
ing' the deceased jirolate from his earliest 
childhood, ho cm never forget the many 
pleasant and instructive hours H])ent in 
his company. His death will bo felt 
throughout the length and breadth of the 
land, as no one worked harder in tho sa- 
cred calling, and no one has lefta higher 
name behind him. The Prince concludes 
by saying that he feels he has lost a kind 
and valued friend. 

A singular case of mistaken identity 
came to light in the Bankruptcy Court. 
A bankrupt carrying on bu nnoHs in Bi- 
shopsgate street having suddenly disap- 
peared, was Buiiposed to have committed 
suicide, a bo ly having been found in tho 
Thames which was identified as that of 
tho missing man. Tho creditors gener- 
cujily made Die widow a present of £17.'j 
and some furniture out of the estate. 
The bankrupt liad now reiqipeared, and 
he was ordered to restore thu jirojierty 
given to his supposed relict. 

During the week Ti.on births and 8,fi3(i 
deaths were registered in London and 
twenty other largo cities and towns of 
of the United Kingdom. The natural in- 
crease of )iopnlalion was 1,3<S1, The 
mortality from all causes in these towns 
was at the rate of 25 deaths annually to 
every 1,000 persons estimated 'to he liv- 
ing,' 

George Watson, a roan accused of false- 
ly shoutingout "Death of Mr. Gladstona," 

and obtaining from Air. Tlioiiias Hawkins 
the sum of threo[)once for a (Uohf, news- 
paper for the supposed intelligence of tho 
Premier's death, was tried at the iVridd lo- 
ses Kessions. and having boon found 
''guilty," was seutoiiood tn inipi'isonninnt 
with hard liiliour for ono montli. 

A letter from Vienna states that tho 
number of oholora cases |in that city is 
now so small that no oauae whatever ex- 
ists fm- alarm. 

The tu.\L of the Treaty of Commoree bo- 
tw(>en l''ranee and Pjiigland had been dis- 
tributed to the members of tho French 
Assembly. By tjiis instrument the treaty 
of 18C0 was to remain in foroo until Juno 
1877, and the contracting powers guaran- 
teed to each otlior the treatment of the 
most favoured nation. A supjilementary
